FRENCH GUNS IN ITALY

King Victor's Troops Repulse

ROME, May 26 -—Ceneral Brusatl, eom-
mander of the Tialian army in Trentino,
which has been compelled to fall back be-
fore the Austro-Hungarian offetsive, has
been rellaved of his command. Cisneral
Brusati, Inntend of being ahifted to anothar
part of the Iine, has been retired and put
on heif pay,

In apite of the violence of thelr bombard-
ment and the lavish use of fresh troops the
Austro-Hungarian troops have heen unable
to make any headway against the powerful
naw positions to which the ltalians retired
betwaan Monte Magglo and the Assa Valley.

Extending their infantry operatlons far-
ther west the Austro-Hungarinns made
sirong attacks against the Itallan positions
northwest of Lake Garda, but were thrown
back after suffering oextremo loases.
